It is true that silver dollars drift 
back to the Government's vaults. 
The reason is that Americans are 
j to keeping on hand bulky 
in large quantities. Silver 
dollars are receivable for Govern- 
ment dues, and the Government 
must take them when offered by 
ts debtors. Tbe Government gets 
silver dollars into circulation by 
paying thorn out to its creditors 
icing, of course, its ei 
QntrBclors, peneioni 
sailors aud others to whom it n 
dertakos to pay money. 

Another correspondent asks 
question which may as well bo 
answered hero. It is whether, in 
oaso wo adopt free coinage at 1G 
to 1, all tbe silver in the world 
could bo '-dumped" upon uu. 

There is a difference between the 
eoinedsilverof France, for instance 
and that of Mexico. The coined 
silver o! France would not 
shipped here because the coins urn 

maintained at a geld valuation, just 
aa our silver coins ate maintained 
under our present laws. France 
lias not coined any silver for nearly 
20 years, and its silver coins are re- 
;arded as toke n money passed on a 
large gold stoat. 

Mexican dollars would hardly be 
'■dumped" upon us, but Mexico is 
a great bullion producing country 
and undoubtedly could, unless we 
ado ted a prohibitive si'ver tariff, 
"dump"' a very large amount of 
silver in that shape into the United 
States aod have it coined into legu3 
tender dollars. 

It our adoption of free silver 
coiuagu raised the value of Hie sil- 
ver dollar here above the value of 
an equal amount of silver in the 
eoins ol" Mt xie.o. then Mexican 
coined dollars would, in the absence 
Of a tariff, be couvertediulobullion 
aud forwarded to our miuts.— St. 
Lulus liepublie. 



RABUN OO'S MURDERER. 

Full Particulars of tlie Bloody 

Deed Which Took Place 

a Few Days Ago, 

We clip tho following account of 
the recent Rabuu county murder 
from the Franklin (N. G) Press of 
2(i ult., which is more fuller than 
the one given in our last issue- 
supposed to be correct: 

"The news of an awfu! murder 
of two young ladies in Rabun coun- 
ty, Georgia, reached us Monday.

On last Sunday Mr. Terry 
Dickerson's daughters, relatives of 
theMoorop, visited them, and la to 
i i ha eveeing when returning 
nine, three of the Moore pitls nc- 
ompaaied them part of the way.

In his 
pocket was $193.10 in money. He 
bad bis clothes hid out and told 
where they were after his arrest. 
He also told his cousin, Logo 
Dickersou, where he had two bot- 
tles of whiskey bid, but told him 
not to let anybody drink from tbe 
boltlea as the whiskey was poison- 
He was taken to jail at Clay- 
where the juil is strongly 
guarded till he can be sent to 
Gainesville for safe beeping. Ha 
says he did just what ho intended 
to do find is not sorry fot it, for 
he had determined Jong ago to 
kill her if she would not many 
him. Her principal reason for rei 
fusing was that she was related to 
him. He said his intention was 
to kill her in the road and lake 
to the mount Bins and in'l;i: mis 
way to Virginia. He expressed 
his sorrow at shooting L-ima. 
claiming that was accidental, At 
latest accounts she was still living 
but tlie doctor says there is no 
hope for her."

Volunteers. The fhg was entrust- 
ed to Mis3 Nannie Thomas, of 
Fairfax C. H , by the gallant Ooli 
J. B. Kershaw, now deceased- 
some lime after the hit He of the 
First Manassas. Miss Nannie was 
the neice ef James W. Jackson, of 
Alexandria, who killed the Colonel 
of Ibe N. T. Zovave Regiment and 
himself immediately Bhot 
down. This young holy was-often 
at the dress parades of the compa- 
ny, and became a general favorite 
with the command. Her father 
Lhed at Fairfax and was a prorni- 
t lawyer and eiiiz-n of Virginia. 
The flag has been preserved all 
these thirty years, and has been 
led to Col. Price by the two 
daughters of Mrs. Nannie Eglin, 
formerly Miss Thomas — the MisB- 
( Julia and Ethel Eglin (their 
.other having died six or seven 
years ngo), in turn lobe given over 
to Puliiam Oamp of Veterans, at 
Greenville, S. C. This will be done 
us soon as it is convenient for Col- 
Price to do so In parson. 

The young ladies live near Lew-* 
msville, Va., where Col. Price re- 
ceived a wound during the war. 
The flag was oppressed from Vien- 
ua, Vs., a little railroad station* 
where there was much fighting du- 
ring the war, the first serious fight- 
in'T in Virginia having occurred. 
therebetween South Carolioians;. 
under Col. Maxey Grigg, and fod- 
era! forces under Gen. Kehenck, of. 
Ohio, the latter troop, suffering- 
heavily. It was to this place Col. 
Pi ice was cai tied when wounded. 
He informs us that be saw the 
bouse where he lay — a wounded 
soldier— thi rty-f on r years ago. 

At first, and for quite a while, 
the Misses Eglitia were unwilling 
to part, with this war relic, as their 
tber, who died a few years ago, 
had si diiigmt'y cared for it du- 
ui'e thjin a quarter of a cen- 
tury.
